Vancouver, Oct. 0.— Principal Burns, 
of the 'Normal school, will commence 
tomorrow to train sixty young ladies 
to become .school teachers; lu other 
vcars the pupils of the Normal school 
consisted of. school teachers, who were 
receiving n special training, but the 
present class is all now material; it 
is very satisfactory to know that there 
are now as many being trained for 
teachers as can be conveniently handled, 
but there is still a great scarcity of 
material, and conditions in this respect 
are getting worse as tht— J'c..-; on. 
Thirty new teachers are required every 
year, and this number will increase. 
There is an average of three and 01 
half teachers every month lost through 
the designs of Cupid, Lady teachers 
will marry, and it is said this is one of 
the greatest trials that the school an- 
thorities have to contend with.

years. The fencing is made of No. 
plain galvanized steel wire, bolh hori- 
zontal and cross -wires, consequently 
all its parts are equally strong. Tlie 
steel clamp secureh- fastens at right 
angles the horizontal and cross wires, 
thus Consolidating the strength of the 
fence so that the whole fence resists an 
attack on any part of it. 

The automatic 'ratchet is placed on 
the end of each strand and is so con- 
structed that it relieves itself automatic- 
ally under the continued strain of the 
wire owing to frost during the winter, 
ami may be tightened if found to sag too 
much during the heat of summer. Thus 
a fence may be, kept in proper order at 
all times with very little attention. The 
strength of a chain is gauged by the 
strength of its weakest link-, and no 
fence is stronger than its weakest parts. 

The anchor wire fence being construct- 
ed exclusively of large wires, is conse- 
quently stronger than a fence in which 
small wires are used. 

The designs can lie made either very 
simple or elaborate and all visiting the 
exhibition are most cordially invited to 
inspect the grades of fencing shown.

Substantial Reductions Made 
to [Many Points in the 
Wheat Belt. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 
Winnipeg, Oct. 0.— The Canadian Ba- 
ilie announces , today a reduction of 
'from 1! to 3 cents per 100 pounds in 
•wheat rates from 'Manitoba and Norths 
west points to Lake Superior ports. The 
Canadian Northern announce an advance 
of 1 cent per 100 pounds, making the 
rates equal on both roads. 

A Calgary despatch says there bus 
been a wholesale reduction in freight 
rates by the 0. P. B. on goods going 
from Calgary north and south on the C. 
& E, line. The change went into ef- 
fect yesterday, The rate generally is 
n reduction of about 113 per cent.

London, Oct.' 0.— There is practically 
bin one opinion of the reconstructed 
British cabinet and that is that i'rem- 
ier Balfour missed bis opportunity to 
lehuhilitute the character of his govern- 
ment, and that so far as the union is 
concerned the ministry has lost most of 
its prestige and authority. This esti- 
mate of what is already commonly; 
designate. 7 , as the transitional cabinet, 
seems largely due to the sense of 
chaos Arising from the unexpected de- 
fection of the Duke Of Devonshire, as 
with the possible exception of the col- 
onial secretaryship, the . Premier lias 
reconstructed the cabinet in a manner 
closely agreeing with public opinion. 
Austen Chamberlain, Mr. Brodrick and 
Mr. Arnold Foster were all somehow, 
assigned with more or less approval to 1 
the posts to which they have been ap- 
pointed. In spite of this there is no . 
disguising the fact that a large rent in 
the party unity has been caused by the 
resignation of the Duke of Devonshire, 
the chief author of the Liberal-Uniou- 
ist party, and this was amply recogniz- 
ed by .Mr. Balfour's letter acknowledg- 
ing the receipt of his resignation. The 
(Duke of Devonshire's action, however, 
seems to have aroused the same light- 
ing spirit in Mr. Balfour which enabled 
him to triumph over difficulties in the 
eighties, and there are those who fore- 
tell that lie will again come out on top 
and prevent the collapse of his govern- 
ment. All the political parties are pre- 
paring for an early dissolution of par- 
liament. It was rumored today that tho 
Marquis of Londonderry, president of 
the Board of Education, may follow 
the Duke of Devonshire into retire- 
ment. The new colonial secretary, Al- 
fred Lyttletou, has defended Mr. Cham- 
berlain's action in launching the dis- 
cussion, but contended that the poor 
man's budget must not be weighted. Ho 
anticipated a readjustment rather than 
additional taxation, and thought the 
government should have n weapon for 
use in the negotiations of commercial 
treaties. 

London, Oct. 5. — The three weeks' cab« 
inet crisis lias ended in a manner more 
remarkable and dramatic than that of 
its inception. The most sanguine sup- 
porters of the Government tonight do 
not express the smallest hope of such 
an administration living many month j, 
and the prevalent idea is that there will 
be a general election before parliament 
re-assembles. The withdrawal of the 
.Duke of Devonshire is a heavy blow. 

Mr. Balfour's extraordinary' letter re- 
Qiroaehing the Duke of Devonshire with 
breach of faith is the theme of univer- 
sal surprise and comment in all quar- 
ters. 

One consequence rii the Duke of De- 
vonshire's retirement is extremely unfor- 
tunate for the Government. It will 
bring the Leadership of the House of 
(Lords to the unpopular Lord Lans- 
downe. No successor has vet been ap- 
pointed to the Duke of Devonshire, and 
several minor Government offices still 
remain vacant. Of tho new- appoint- 
ments announced tonight the most sur- 
prising is that of Hon. Sir Thos. Lyttle- 
tpn as Secretary of the Colonies. Mr. 
ihyttleton is a man of acknowledged 
ability and a good speaker, but he lias 
no ministerial experience whatever. He 
is better known to the colonies ns a 
cricketer than as a politician. This 
evening the Duke of Devonshire's letter' 
to Mr. Balfour, to which tho foregoing 
was the response was communicated to 
tho press. It says in part: "I have, 
since we last met, felt increasing doubt 
whether I bad been well advised in con- 
senting to separate myself from tho-e 
of our colleagues whose resignations 
were tendered and accepted last mouth." 
| (Referring to the Sheflield speech, the 
iDuke says: "I was prepared by our 
discussions for your statement that von 
desired to obtain the sanction of "the 
'constituencies for u reversal of tho doc- 
trine that taxation should never be im- 
posed except for purposes of refute, and 
this is no doubt the principal and most 
definite statement in your speech. I 
admit that you have succeeded in mak- 
ing this declaration tho basis of a great 
political announcement, but, in my opin- 
ion, that announcement has been extend- 
ed very far beyond the necessities of tho 
country. 

lit was unnecessary, in my opinion, to 
assert that you desired to revise the 
fiscal tradition, to alter fundamentally 
the fiscal tradition that ias prevailed 
during the Inst two generations. 

I had hoped to have found in your 
speech u definite statement of adher- 
ence to the principles of free trade as 
the ordinary basis ot our fiscal and com- 
mercial system, and an equally definite 
repudiation of the principle of protec- 
tion in the interest of our national in- 
dustries, but in their absence 1 cannot 
help thinking that such declarations as 
those which I have quoted cannot fail 
to have the effect of materially encour- 
aging the advocates of direct protection 
and of discouraging those who, like me 
and I hoped yourself, 'believed that our 
present system of free imports and es- 
peeially of food imports is on the whole 
most advantageous to the country. Al- 
though we do not contend that the prin- 
ciples on which it rests possess any sanc- 
tity as to forbid any departure from it. 

You have in your second speech saiil 
this subject could no longer be left an 
open question .among tho members of he 
Government, and I tliinflt I have- said 
enough to prove to you that there is no 
such agreement between us on the gen- 
eral question ns to make it possible '^r 
roe to be a satisfactory exponent of your 
views or those of life government in the 
debates which must inevitably take 
.place in the next session oif Parlia- 
ment, 

I cannot adequately express the deep 
regret which I feel in separating my. 
self from a government with which t 
believe myself to be in sympathy on nil 
other matters of public policy or the an- 
xiety with which I anticipate the wide 
division which I fear must result from 
the unlimited scope and strength of your 
declarations in the ranks of the Union- 
ist party.

'BETE BRITISH CRISIS. 

We fail tti follow with clear percep- 
tion the course of events in Great Bri- 
tain. But it is quite clear that Mr. 
Balfour lias been deserted by the last 
man whose presence in his cabinet gives 
him any right or title to continue in 
ofllco as the ruler of Great Britain. 
■With the Duke of Devonshire, and 
without the men who have already re- 
feigned, the Balfour cabinet was cer- 
tainly shorn of its most brilliant mem- 
bers, but remained in this position, that 
the solid patriotism of the country con- 
sidered that for a time at least it should 
remtiiu in power. But, without the Duke 
of Devonshire, there is no sufficient 
reason that can be given for the con- 
tinuance in office of the present British 
government The Duke of Devonshire 
occupies the same position among the 
iWJiig nobility that the Marquis of Sal- 
isbury occupied among the Tory nobil- 
ity. His presence in a government, or 
his support of a party, has always been 
regarded as a guarantee that the inter- 
ests of Great Britain would come first, 
those of party second, and the immedi- 
ate exigencies of political expediency 
nowhere. It has been said that he 
would have followed Gladstone in his 
Home Rule policy but fur the murder 
of his kinsman in Phoenix Park, We 
do nut believe it. We do not believe 
that the murder of forty Cavendishes 
would ever have deflected the head of 
that family from pursuing what he con- 
sidered to be right. Mr. Arthur Bal- 
four has no such position iu British 
politics us the Duke of Devonshire. It 
was felt by many that as long us the 
hitler remnined in the present govern- 
ment the reason fur a change had not 
yet shown itself. But since he has re- 
signed it will be equally difficult to con- 
vince the same number of people that 
no reasons for a change exist. What 
Mr. Balfour means by using the dia- 
lectics of expostulation upon the Duke 
of Devonshire we do nut know. He 
might as well attack the RoCk of Gib- 
raltar with a popgun. If he aims at 
weakening the effect of his resignation 
he has missed his aim. If he aims at 
placing an aspersion upon the Duke 
that he has acted from any save the 
highest motives, people may pardon to 
the difficulties of Mr. Balfour's position 
a personal irritation they would cither- 
wise reseat. But his method of re- 
ceiving the resignation has weakened 
him more to our' mind than even the 
resignation itself, if that Iwero pos- 
sible. The end of the Balfour min- 
istry is within measurcable distance. 
The people of Great Britain are look- 
ing for guidance in a grave crisis of 
their history, and they are Certainly 
not looking for it from philosophical 
doubters with an "open mind," who 
seem to be by no means certain in what 
direction they lire going themselves. 
People have said, and said Willi an 
appearance of well-simulated certainty, 
that Mr. Chamberlain's career was clos- 
ed by the events of the last few months. 
It is not Mr.' Chamberlain'^ career at 
all which is closed, hut -Mr. Balfour's, 
lie has endeavored tu reconcile and 
make compromises between things 
which are irreconcilable and which do 
not admit of being compromised. He 
has either not grasped tin- situation 
<a havnig grasped it, has been ifrar.l 
to face it. A man must be either for 
Mr. Chamberlain's policy of Imperial 
union or against it. Nobody seems to 
clearly know whether Mr. Balfour is 
fur it or against it, and the conse- 
quence is that, while Mr. Chamberlain 
has left his cabinet, those against Mr. 
Chamberlain's policy have left it also. 
There are left to him colleagues of 
whom it may he safely said that it does 
nut matter, neither does anybody care, 
whether they are fur or against any- 
thing.

The schooner was the last of 
the fleet of vessels which hunted oi£ 
the Copper Islands to return to port. 
The Allie I. Algar took l!oT ot her 
pelts off the British Columbia coast, 
;i,'!0 oft' the Copper Islands. She left 
the Behring Sea on September 10th, 
and reports that the catches of tho 
iSiwash schooners had all been improv- 
ed since the iast reports. The schooner 
lias had line weather and had several 
line days of good sealing. The Libbic, 
Captain Heater, had over 000 skins, 
the Enterprise 535 and the Penelope 
4511. As was told some days ago, the 
lAlgar came to port minus several of the 
white men who went out on her. they 
having transferred' to other vessels ow- 
ing- to the action of the Japanese on 
the vessel, who wounded one of the 
white hunters of the Algar with a 
knife.

THE SARAH WRECKED. 

Stern Wheeler Founders in the Yukon- 
Wilbur Crimmin Loses Scows. 

Despatches from Dawson tell of the 
wreck of the river steamer Sarah, of 
the Northern Commercial Company, 
which struck a rock on Friday seventy 
miles below Eagle City and tilled. The 
steamer had a cargo of four hundred 
tons of general merchandise, which it 
wits feared would be a total loss. An 
effort was being made to save the 
steamer, and a stern-wheeler, with a 
wrecking crew, left Dawson en route 
to Che scene on Saturday. 

Another Dawson despatch says that 
four scows being towed through Thirty- 
Mile river by the steamer Wilbur Crim- 
min, recently broke loose, piled up on 
the rocks and were wrecked. More 
than 100 sheep, twenty cows and many 
hogs were drowned. The loss of live 
stock at this time will affect the mar- 
ket. The steamship Keer, loaded with 
frozen meat, has not been reported, and 
it is doubtful if she will reach Dawson 
before the close of the season.
